Six years ago the doors of the

mont. 

Other depositors of the Merion 
Title and Trust Company will re- 
ceive additional dividends from 
the bank as soon as the R. F. C. 
loan, obtained by the previous 
Secretary of Banking to pay the 
10 per cent dividend in December, 
1934, is repaid, and the remain- 
ing assets liquidated. 

The Deputy Receiver in charge, 
Frank Glatfelter, expects to re- 
pay it by the end of the year.
